FROM TILE CAPITAL. 



Closing Proceedings in the Dom- 
inion Parliament. 



The Record of the B.C. Members— Combines 
Blll-The Minister of Slllitlii-Slv. 
Ubapleau's Return. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

OTTAWA, April 129. — Before this letter 
roaches Victoria the third session 
of tho sixth Parliament of Canada will, 
unless something unforeseen happens, 
bo ivt an end. The session itself has 
been what is usually termed an "off" 
one. Nearly threo yours have yet to 
run before this Parliament Will huve run 
its course, and according to present ar- 
rangements we shall have three more 
sessions before dissolution. "Man pro- 
poses but God disposes," anil if the 
(I. O. M. 'a propositions are capable of 
being carried jhit the following will bo 
the programme : 

IS! 10. - The ordinary session. 

1801.— Tho decennial census taken 
early in the year. A short session of 
Parliament called together early in 
January, with a fall session (September 
or October) for the purpose of passing o 
redistribution bill based on the results 
of the census, The measure having re- 
ceived Her Majesty's assent the appeal 
to the country will follow. When the 
seventh Parliament of Canada meets it 
is expected that the 15. I', contingent 
instead of being six will number seven 
or eight, the redistribution bill in all 
probability giving tho province two or 
mora members. 

The session just closed has not been a 
brilliant one, but some useful measures 
have gone through. Tho British Col- 
umbia contingent, though small in num- 
bers, has done its work well. CoL 
Prior, who, in consequence of tho a!>- 
senee of Mr. Uaker, has had a good 
deal of extra work placed on his shoul- 
ders, has stuck to his work day arid 
night, and 1 feel satisfied that his con- 
stituents will rightly appreciate his ef- 
forts. Besides straightening out the 
"C" battery atl'air and getting the 
appropriations for the completion of the 
barracks, be secured the grant for 
further harbor improvements, and 
through his instrumentality the Skeena 
River appropriation was also obtained. 
Col. Prior's voice has not infrequently 
been beard in tho chamber, and on every 
occasion on what he has spoken his ut- 
terances have commanded respect. His 
speeches on Victoria's growth and pros- 
perity, the calling of tho mail steamers 
at your port, the Bebring's Sea affair, in 
addition to his views on military mat- 
ters, stump him as the right man in 
the right place, thoroughly alive to the 
wants of his constituency. 

Mr. Barnard, another Victorian, has 
applied himself assiduously to his par- 
liamentary duties during his lirst ses- 
sion. He has striven hard to secure for his 
constituency that boon which would so 
great l v aid its development, viz: Tho 
free admission of mining machinery, and 
although at present there is nothing 
tangible in sight, lie is hopeful that 

something will bo accomplished this 

year. His maiden speech yesterday was 
terse, pointed and well phrased, and the 
round of cheers which he received from 
his brother members on resuming his 
seat was a deserved tribute to his effort. 
Mr. Barnard has the making in him of 
a bard working and useful member. 

Mr. Gordon is not very ostentatious 
in his work, but devotes himself ener- 
getically to the interests of Nanaimo. 
lie has put in a lot of good work in a 
quiet way, the results of which are seen 

in the Supplementary estimates. Mr. 

Cordon lias a cjuality of independence 
in his constitution which asserts itself 
now and again. In caucus the other 
day he is reported to have come out Hat 
footed in his denunciation of depart- 
mental interference with his patronage, 
and the result will likely be that Mr. 
Gordon will be consulted hereafter when 
changes are to be made. 

Mr. Mara has performed excellent 
service in the house this session. Now 
and again he participated in the debate, 

and his views always command respect- 
ful attention. His constituency does 
not ask for much, although thin year it 
has been successful in securing the sub- 
sidy to the Shuswap and Okanagou 
road, as I intimated would be the case 
some weeks ago. 

Mr. Chisholm, with a constituency 
growing both in size and requirements, 
lias bad his hands full. His unfortunate 
illness, which struck him down about 
six weeks ago, has effectually prevented 
him from attending to his parliamentary 
duties, but bis correspondence and de- 
partmental matters have been well 
looked after by his private secretary, so 
that the interests of his constituency 
has not suffered in the slightest degree. 
It would appear doubtful whether the 
old "Argonaut of '49" will over see the 
Pacific Coast again. 

Dr. Roomo, M. P. for Middlesex, has 
been unremitting in his attendance on the 
"Doc," w hile his niece, Miss Chisholm, 
and .Mrs. .Sedgwick, wife of the deputy 
minister of justice, have tended txi his 
wants as if they had been his own 
daughters. If he recovers sufficiently 
to be removed from the Russell House 
and to travel, his friends are anxious 
that lie should he taken to his native 
place, Antignnisli, N. S. , but whether 
this can be done or not it is for the fu- 
ture to decide. 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Mr. Chapleau has returned from Eur- 
ope greatly unproved in health. On tak- 
ing his scat in tho Commons on Thurs- 
day he met with a cordial welcome 
from Conservatives and Liberals alike. 
The night before his arrival at Montreal 
was made the occasion of a great de- 
monstration in his honor. Mr. Chap- 
leau's followers are tremendously en- 
thusiastic- -bo has more personal friends 
than either Sir Hector or Sir Adblpho 
and whenever he goes away for a few- 
weeks, at a moment's notice on bis re- 
turn his friends will gather in their 
thousands to give him "welcome home. " 
The demonstratidn'of Thursday is sus- 
pected to have been arranged to boom 
Mr. Chapleau for a more important cab- 
inet position. The portfolio of Rail- 
ways and Canals is one of the most im- 
portant in the gift of the govern- 
ment, but Ontario Conservatives are. 
hopeful that Sir John will never give it 
to a French Canadian minister. If he 
does, then "good-bye" say the Emglish- 
Bpeaking population "to anything like a 
fair distribution of" oflicos. " On the 
other hand, supposing a French Cana- 
dian Minister of Railways Weredisposod 
to do the fair thing by both nationali- 
ties he would ruin his political future 
with his own compatriots. For those 
reasons, which have been brought to Sir 
John's attention very forcibly within 
the past few weeks, 1 tun disposed to 
think that the new Minister of Railway.- 
will not be a French Canadian. 

Tin: COMBINES BILL. 
Clark Wallace's Anti-combines bill 
has passed both Houses although shorn 
a good deal of its force. At the last 
moment the Toronto trade unionists 
raised all uproar against the measure on 
the ground that it was trenching on 
their rights aiid prerogatives under the 
Trade Unions Act of 1872, When in 
the latter year under an old statute 
Hon George Brown sent to prison thir 
teeu of his printers employed on ths 



Globe, one of the thirteen being E. F. 
Clarke, tho present honored chief mag- 
istrate of Toronto, there was a storm of 
indignation in all purts of the country 
that the workingmen of Canada should 
not be allowed to exercise the same 
privilege of union as possessed by the 
VVorkiiigmoil of Great Britain. Sir 
John Macdonald paomptly stepped into 
the breach and passed tho Trade Unions 
Act, the great charter of the working- 
men of Canada. That measure was sup- 
posed to apply to the working classes 
only, but only last week it was discov- 
ered that the interpretation clause of 
the Trade Unions Act defined a trade 
union to be a combination for regulating 
the relations between workmen and 
masters, "or for imposing restrictive 
conditions on the conduct of any trade 
or business." 

This is precisely what trusts and com- 
bines do, and it would therefore appear 
that unless t he Wallace bill were passed, 
trusts and combines are legal in Canada. 
Clause 22 of the Trade Unions Act, 
which declares the purpose of a trade 
union not unlawful, is therefore practi- 
cally declared to be void so far ua tho 
combines bill is concerned, but the Act 
itself still i;iveH trades unions among 
workmen theirwuicient rights and privi- 
leges. Mr. Wallace has made a good 
light with his bill, and has secured to 
the consumers the means for securing 
their food, fuel and clothing at reason- 
able prices. 

MIIJTIA CLOTHING. 

Sir A. V. Caron has run the gauntlet 
of a scathing fire of criticism, anil 
although he now breathes freer yet it 
cannot be said that he has passed 
through the ordeal unscathed. Mr. 
Muloek made the investigation before 
the Public Accounts Committee relative 
to the quality of the clothing supplied 
to the militia, tho text for a general 
onslaught on the administration of the 
Department. With regard to the cloth- 
ing his complaints fell short of the mark. 
There was a concensus of opinion among 
military men in the House that the later 
issues of Canadian-made uniforms can- 
not be excelled by English manufac- 
turers although, undoubtedly, tho first 
issues of the Canadian products, par- 
ticularly in the scarlets, were of indif- 
ferent quality. Theso defects have, 
however, been overcome, and the Cana- 
dian scarlet cloth is acknowledged to he 
equal to that mode in any other country. 
The contract price for Canadian-made 
uniforms is higher than the tender pat 
in by Webb It Co., the army tailors of 
London, but when to the London price 
is added freight charges to Liverpool, 
packing charges, freight charges to Can- 
ada and the cost of exchange between 
Ottawa and London, the difference be- 
tween the two is practically nil. Mr. 
Muloek gave Sir Adolphe some hard 
knocks, which were emphasized when 
the division was taken by Messrs. Wal- 
lace ami ('anon, both Conservatives, 
voting non-confidence in the minister 
while a large number of the ministerial- 
ists abstained from voting.

MONTREAL', May S. — The annual 
meeting of the 0. I'. Ii. was held this 
afternoon, The old board was re- 
elected with the exception of Mr- Oren- 
fell, of London, England, who was re- 
placed by Robert Skinner. The annual 
report was very satisfactory. It was 
decided to build a now line from Mon- 
treal to Lake St. Louis, within the line 
of the Grand Trunk, and also to pay 
more attention to local traffic all along 
the line. Tho year's receipts are ex- 
cellent, being 15 percent, ahead of last 
year. 

Tho eighth annual report of the direct- 
ors of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company was submitted at the annual 
meeting of tho shareholders held at 
Montreal to-day. The gross earnings 
forthe year were $13,195,535.60, the 
working expenses were $!),324,7(iO,(iK, 
and the net earnings $3,870,'774.92. 
Deducting the fixed charges accruing 
during the year, §3,544,352, the surplus 
was 8320,423.92. The Southeastern 
Railway was worked by your company 
during the year for account of the trus- 
tees, hut, the results are not included in 
this report. The following is a com- 
parative statement of earnings and ex- 
penses of the past three years ;

The earnings per passenger per mile 
forthe [last year were 1.7!) cents, and 
per ton of freight per mile 1.02 cents as 
compared with 1.08 and 1.06 respective- 
ly for I8S7. The decrease in the rate pel- 
passenger per mile was chiefly, if not 
entirely, due to the large increase in 
immigration to the Northwest and Brit- 
ish Columbia, as compared with the 
previous year, tho immigrants being 
carried at exceeding low rates. The 
results of the past year's working have 
not proven so satisfactory as was antici- 
pated at the date of tho last annual re- 
port. This was mainly due to the ex- 
ceedingly light crop of Ontario in 1S87. 
Nearly all of that crop was moved before 
the close of the year ia which it was har- 
vested, leaving but little to be carried in 
1 888. Ontario, in point of traffic, is equal 
to nearly half of the entire Dominion. 

TIIH PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

MONTREAL, May 8.— In moving the 
adoption of tho report, the president 
said; "I beg your permission to step 
for a moment aside from our custom at 
these meetings to speak of a matter that 
has been a source of much annoyance to 
your directors, and possibly of loss to 
some of the shareholders of the com- 
pany, and in doing so J wish in the first 
place to express the hope that unfriend- 
ly remarks or important comments upon 
the affair of our neighbors will never 
characterize a meeting of shareholders 
of this company. For my own part 1 
would prefer not to refer to their affairs 
at all, but lest continued silence should 
be misconstrued I feel that 1 should on 
this occasion Bay a few words about'the 
attitude of the Crank Trunk Railway 
Co. as indicated by its acts in Canada, 
and by the utterances of its president 
in England, and as to the latter 
especially 1 feel that I am justified in 
what I have to say, by the increasing 
freedom of his remarks concerning this 
company, with which his shareholders 
are entertained at their half-yearly 
meetings, and which clearly indicate 
that he lacks that first requisite 
of good neighborhood, the faculty 
of minding bis own business. 
We have, us you know, scrupulously re- 
frained from interference with any of 
the projects of the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany, or with its legislation or financial 
operations, and in our evory-day rela- 
tions we have scrupulously avoided rale 
cutting and unfair competition in ttny 
form. But almost every project and 
measure of your company, from the time 
of its organization up to this day, has 
met witli the active hostility of the 
Grand Trunk Co. at every turn in the 
Dominion and provincial parliaments, in 
the money markets, and in the public 
press, it is hardly necessary to go be- 
yond tile reports of the half-yearly meet- 
ing of the Grand Trunk Co. for proof of 
this. At these meetings the most men- 
dacious and absurd remarks concerning 
the Canadian Pacific Railway seem to 
be received without question; insinua- 
tions against the credit of your company 
are greeted with cheers. At the last 
meeting of the Grand Trunk sharehold- 
ers, only a few days ago, their presi- 
dent boasted of the successful interfer- 
ence of their officers in Canada 
with some of our recent legislation, 
unwarranted interference with legisla- 
tion relating to our internal affairs, and 
in no way concerning the Grand Trunk 
Railway, and on the same occasion be in- 
dulged again in his often repeated hints 

about impending disaster to our com- 
pany. Our offense is that ill the neces- 
sary development of our railway system, 
in securing that independence which 
you know to be necessary to the success 
of the enterprise, we have come into 

competition with the Grand Trunk 

Railway in certain districts; that we 
have been obliged to go and get what 
the O. T. R. would not bring to us. But 
whon your representatives signed the 
contract with the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the construction and future 
workingof the Canadian Pacific, Railway 
they bound you without knowing it, 
perhaps, to an unwritten obligation, 
lint one from which there, was no escape, 
to do practically a" that has been done 
since, and to do some things which have 
yet to he done. The interests of the 
Grand Trunk were already firmly estab- 
lished in the direction of Chicago, and 
they could not be reversed and made to 
fit in with yours. What is not to their 
interest the Grand Trunk people wii; 
not do if they know it. They saw, 
perhaps, as soon as any what the build 
tl)g of the 0, P. R. implied and they 
fought against it. 

The crop failure in Ontario ia a most 
serious matter, affecting as if, does pas- 
senger traffic and trade generally. Tin 
deficiency in Ontario was fortunately 
more than made good by the develop- 
ment of business along the main line, 
and of the through traffic to and from 
tho Pociflo Coast, but the through traf- 
fic had to be carried at rates affording 
comparatively small profit and the net 
earnings for the year, while $366,650.70 
in excess of the year before, were not in 
proportion to the increase in the grostt 
earnings. The average grain cropof 188;-. 
in Ontario resulted in a gratifying im 
provomeht in tho gross earnings ami 
profits to the company, at the very begin 
nihgandwitha Bourbondike disregard foi 
the logic of events they are fighting 
against, yet they say a great deal about 
tho aggressiveness of the C. P.R., about 
its extensions and acquisitions in On 
tario, regardless of the find, that sine, 
the C.P.B. came into existence the 
Grand Trunk Railway has absorbed in 
that province more than two miles o, 
railway for every one mile made or ac- 
quired by the C.P.K., sside from its 



main line. They would have it believed 
that the Great Western, the Mid- 
land, North Shore, Grand Junction 
and other railways were acquired 
in frantic liaste and without hig- 
gling about prices because they would 
I* profitable to their shareholders and 
not for the purpose of depriving the C. 
P. R. of the connection. They would 
have it believed tho* Northern & North- 
western Railways were acquired for the 
same reason and with the friendly de- 
sire at the same time to secure a con- 
nection with the C. P. R., and not for 
the purpose of preventing the C. P. K. 
from reaching Ontario from the North- 
west to advantage. They also say a 
great deal about assistance the C. P. R. 
has received in the way of subsidies, 
forgetting that the G. T. R. and lines 
amalgamated or held by it have received 
many times the amount in subsidies in 
Ontario and Quebec that thrij C. P. R. 
has received for its lines in the pro- 
vinces, and they forget to say that the 
Ontario and Quebec railways between 
Montreal and Toronto, about which so 
much complaint has been made, were 
built without any such subsidies what- 
ever. Every line made or acquired 
by tho 0. I'. R. in On- 
tario was made or acquired witli 
special reference to its especial necessity 
to the general system of the C. P. R. 
Co., and in no case because of the mere 
profit in itself, but in no case either 
without the certainty that it would be 
profitabje. Whether or not the exten- 
sive acquisitions of the Grand Trunk 
Co. in Ontario were being a profit or a 
loss to that company does not concern 
us any more than does the bite of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway shareholders 
concern the president of the G»T. R. 
according to his latest half-yearly 
speech. I should feel proud of the en- 
tiro responsibility for the present geo- 
graphy of the O. P. R. system if it all 
rested upon me, for I believe that no 
mistakes of any consequence have been 
made, and that the results have more 
than proved the wisdom of all that has 
been done, and i am confident that 
with a knowledge of reasons which have 
actuated your directors, and with 
results before you, there is little 
that you would wish undone or that 
you could afford to have undone. 
Had you stopped at the completion of 
your main lino across the continent, 
your enterprise would have come to 
ruin long ago, or at least it would have 
existed only usasiekly appendage of thoG, 
T. R. Like a body without arms it would 
be depending upon charity; upon the 
charity of a neighbor whose interest it 
would he to starve it. Put to-day you 
have neither the G. T. R, nor any com- 
pany to fear, and the monthly returns 
of net profits may be confidently de- 
pended upon to furnish a conclusive 
answer to all of the misrepresentations 
vhioh have been so industriously 
howered upon ua for the past eight 
years. I do not intend to refer again 
to such matters at these meetings, and 
1 only do so now for the purpose of put- 
ting shareholders on their guard 
against any unfavorable reports about 
our affairs coming from the C. T. 
source. 

I now move that the report of the 
affairs of the company for the year ended 
Dee. 31st, 1888, us now submitted be 
adopted, and that the same be published 
and forwarded to the shareholders and 
others interested in the company. 
SIR OEOROE STEPHEN'S AQDRESS. 
Ill seconding the motion for the adop- 
tion of the report, Sir George Stephen 
said : i wish to express my concurrence 
in every word the president has said 
about the senseless hostility of the 
(!. T. R. Co., as manifested by its 
president and some of its chief officers, 
towards our enterprise from its incep- 
tion to the present time. I was in Lon- 
don in October last when Sir Henry 
Tyler, fresh from Canada, and posing be- 
fore his shareholders as a well-informed 
railway expert, spoke of the position 
and prospects of the C. P. R. company 
in most unwarrantable and unneighborly 
terms and for no other purpose, so far 
as I can see, then to discredit the com- 
pany in the hope of preventing our get- 
ting the necessary capital to build the 
line from London to Detroit, the con- 
struction of which had been forced upon 
us by the failure of our earnest efforts 
to lease one of Sir Henry's spare lines. 
The partisans of the Grand Trunk, fol- 
lowing Sir Henry's lead, made an organ- 
ized attack of the most unscrupulous

nients which were put before the public 
in one form or another, day after day, 
frightened no doubt a good many hold- 
ers of our shares and bonds into selling 
out a price far below the value of their 
securities. This I am sure^you regret as 
much as I do. 

1 am happy to believe that the rules 
of the current year will so completely 
establish the ability of your company to 
pay dividend on its ordinary shares out 
of the net profits of the working that 
Sir Henry Tyler will have no need in 
future to concern himself about the Wel- 
fare of its shareholders. We have seen 
nothing in Grand Trunk methods that 
would justify us in asking Sir Henry's 
advice as to how we should manage our 
property or how we should shape our 
legislation and finances. When the re- 
sults prove that his methods are right 
mid ours are wrong, we may ask his ad- 
vice; but until then, 1 for one will ni t 
thank him for it. I have always been 
most anxious to see the two com- 
panies agree, and will act only 
in the way to properly serve the 
interests of their shareholders. I know 
this has been the feeling of every one of 
your directors, and 1 believe that no op- 
portunity has been neglected to give evi- 
dence of it. but we are not likely to bo 
frankly and fairly met by (.!. T. officials 
on this side of the Atlantic so long as 
their president continues to exhibit such 
a feeling of animosity as is evidenced by 
his half-yearly speech to bis sharehold- 
ers, nor until he is willing to accept the 
situation and recognize in the Canadian 

Pacifio an independent but well dis- 
posed neighbor — a neighbor who ha:, 
conic to stay, and is abundantly able to 
hold his own. On one point I am happy 
to be able to agree with Sir Henry, and 
that is as to government subsidy to 
competing lines in districts already pro- 
vided with railway facilities. The only 
grounds on which railway Bubsid iescanbe 
justified according to my views are the 
entire absence of railway facilities, and' 
tho impossibility of providing them by 
private and unaided enterprise, and 1 
would promise, Sir Henry my hearty 
co-operation in any effort to induce 
the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments to put a stop to the subsidiz- 
ing of competing lines, most ot which, 
if built, will only bring disaster to who 
may be induced to invest in them. 1

FOUND DEAD. 

Dr. Allison £. Sanders Passes Away— 
Ills Death Due to Morphlao-Tlio 
Coroner's Inquest. 

For tho past six months tho figuro of 
Allison K. Sanders, M. p., of Moscow, 
Idaho, has been a familiar one on tho 
streets of Victoria. Tho doctor was a 
man well calculated to attract attention 
anywhere, his personal appearance 
being far from common. He was over 
six feet four inches in height, of a very 
florid complexion, wore glasses always, 
and was ustlally dressed in the prevail- 
ing fashion, his favorite costume being a 
dark brown suit, the coat a "Prince 
Albert," with a big sombrero bat. His 
fingers were covered with valuablo 
rings, and he always appeared to have 
lots of money. In consequence ho 
formed many acquaintances, with whom 
he soon became familiar. 

Of the doctor himself very little was 
known. It was generally believed that 
be had become an habitual drinker, and 
came over to Canada to "sober up." Ho 
was known to be of excellent family, 
and the owner of considerable property 
in the State of Idaho, where he enjoyed 
a good practice until lie took to drink, 
being a graduate of the Hanneman Med- 
ical College, of Chicago, one of the best 
in the States, and a U. S. army surgeon 
of high standing during the civil war. 

Ol late very little has boon known of 
his movements. He seldom left his 
room in the Delmonico hotel on Govern- 
ment street, ate but little, and drank 
more heavily than even he was accus- 
tomed to. His wife, who with her two 
daughters and one son resides at Mos- 
cow, Idaho, paid him a visit recently, 
only leaving for home about a week ago. 
Since her departure, the doctor ; ecanie 
more and more reticent, recognis i fow 
of his acquintances, and apparentl wish- 
ing to bo left alone. Ho seemed to be 
giving way to some secret trouble, the 
nature of whicl. .e would confide to no 
one. 

Having seen nothing of him for more 
th an a day his friends yesterday morn- 
ing became anxious. On visiting his 
room and finding tho door shut and 
locked on the inside, they knocked and 
there was no response. Finally an en- 
trance to the room was made through 
the room adjoining, and the doctor was 
found lying dead on his bed. He was 
dressed in the clothes he usually wore 
on the street but had taken off his boots. 
An uncorked bottle of morphine, with a 
cup which had been used m preparing 
the drug stood near, and with them a 
hypodermic syringe. On the table were 
papersand letters, together with an envel- 
ope sealed anil addressed to M.J. Shields, 
Moscow, Idaho, w hich had the appear- 
ance of having been recently addressed. 
The letter which it contained read us 
follows: 

_ , , "Victoria, May c. '8!>. 

Itohbuis, (Shields and Alps:— I havo got 
cancer of the bowels. I ju-t made tho 
diagnosis. Sly dear friend Willis Lovat 
will co-operate with you. God bless— you 

-all. Dit. Sanders." 

After reading the letter, the death of 
the doctor was accepted as being the 
result of a too heavy injection of mor- 
phine, taken for the purpose of allaying 
the pain from which he was suffering. 
The room was in perfect order, and the 
features of the deceased were as peace- 
ful as if he hail simply fallen asleep. 

The body was taken in charge by tho 
police, and Coroner Jackson at once em- 
panelled a jury consisting of Messrs. 
(ieo. W. ,1. Anderson (foreman), Mar- 
cus Bantley, George Connor, David 
Heal, Win. J. Williams and Andrew 
Bechtcl, who after viewing tho body 
proceeded to the police court room, 
where evidence was taken with a viow 
to ascertaining the cause of death. 

Mr. James Wilson, an acquaintance of 
the deceased, deposed that he had not 
seen him since Monday. On Tuesday, 
he called several times at the doctor's 
room, (the last time at 10 p.m.,) and 
on each occasion found the door shut 
and locked, the key being on the inside. 
He did not report the circumstance at 
tiie office, as he thought Dr. Sanders 
was probably asleep. The doctor he 
knew to he a heavy drinker. 

'I'he proprietor of the Delmonico Res- 
taurant, Mr. E. Escalet, testified to sec- 
ing the deceased nt 2 o'clock on Monday 
afternoon. He was then in apparent 
good health. Dr. Sanders was in tho 
habit of taking his meals at the Deb 

inonico. He ate but little, and had in- 
formed Mr. Escalot that his principal 
nourishment was whiskey. 

Dr. Milne gave evidence in regard to 
the appearance of the body when lie 
first saw it, and recognized tho dead 
man as Dr. Sanders, a professional ac- 
riuaintanco. It was his opinion that at 
that time (about o'clock) the doctor 
had been dead for twelve hours or more. 
Death, he believed, was caused by an 
overdose of morphine, alcoholic poison- 
ing bohig also instrumental in caualue 
loath. 

After hearing the evidence of James 
Munday, who found the body, the jury 
returned as their verdict that the de- 
ceased came to his death by an overdose 
of morphine administered by his own 
hands. 

Dr. Sander's family were communi- 
cated with yesterday, and his wife tele- 
graphed last evening to have the body, 
which has been embalmed, shipped to 
Moscow. The deceased was fifty.five 
years of age; was in receipt of a hand- 
i. me pension from the I'. S. ,'ern- 
uiont, and was supposed to mswii 
pioperty valued at. ^(10,000 it) cow, 
Idaho. He also carried 820,0. , eeur- 
mice on his lifo, the policies bei- , ued 
only a few weeks ago. 
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INDEPENDENCE IN PARLIA- 
MENT. 

We like to see tiie News-Advertiser; 
of Vancouver city, holding forth on the 
subject of independence in parliament. 
Its views on that matter are unfortu- 
nately not new. In fact our heavy con- 
temporary seldom ventures to be 
original. It evidently rogards indepen- 
dence in any shape as a high crime and 
misdemeanor. It denies the existence 
of political independence altogether, and 
would have the representatives of 
British Columbia in Parliament to be 
out-and-out party men. It would have 
Victoria and the other British Columbia 
constituencies send men to the House of 
Commons without wills or opinions of 
their own, to be nothing moro than 
breathing and talking machines, to be 
operated upon by the party leaders, li 
the News-Advertiser is right the people 
"BTTittiS province are very foolish ingo- 
ing to the trouble of holding elections t< 
choose men to send to Ottawa, ll 
Would lie much easier and less expensive 
to get some ingenious mechanic to con- 
struct a few wooden dummies, properly 
jointed, which could stand up or nod 
whenever Sir John Macdonald, or some 
other party leader, pulled the strings, oi 
touched an electric button. Mind and 
will and conscience are not required for 
such puppets as the Xews-Advertisei 
would have the province send to Parlia- 
ment. All that is required are well 
made and nicely dressed tailors' blocks 
labelled "Tory" or "Liberal," as the 
case may be. 

Our contemporary declares that since 
we require the representative of Un- 
people to have n will of his own, and ti 
possess a conscience which he refuses to 
place in any man's keeping, we " have 
little knowledge of the practical opera 
tion whereby the business of the conn 
try is carried on in the House of Com 
mons." It is perhaps possible that we 
know a little more of this " practical 
operation " than the News Advertiser 
imagines. We have seen tho meant 
that are at work in Ottawa to convert 
representatives into mere party ma- 
chines, and very ingenious and varied 
those means are. Independence is as 
much disliked in Ottawa as it is in the 
office of the N'ews-Ad verliser, ami 
many influences in the Parliament 
buildings and out of them, social as well 
as political, arc set to work to deprive 
the representative of any independence 
thut he is supposed to possess. The 
object of these influences is to make him 
a pliant tool in the hands of his leader. 
As soon as a representative in the inter- 
ests of his constituents appears disposed 
to act independently and to vote against 
his party, he finds himself in a new 
atmosphere. He is regarded with cold- 
ness and suspicion. Coolness takes the 
place of cordiality, and covert sneers or 
open reproach of compliments and 
friendly greetings. It is not much to 
be wondered at that under such circum- 
stances and amidst such surroundings 
the sense of duty of the representative 
becomes blunted and that his zeal for 
the interests of his constituents and his 
provinee grows cool. Party wants him 
and it is melancholy to admit that aftel 
a brief struggle in the great majority ol 
cases, party gains complete possession 
of him. So strong and so numerous are 
the influences in Ottawa that hind men 
to party that very few of the represen- 
tatives of tho people have the strength 
to resist them, even when they believe 
resistance to be their duty, To excuse 
themselves for their weakness and want 
of fidelity both to themselves and those 
whom they represent, 
tho question which the 
vertiser suggests, "What could four or 
five members do alone '.'" The propel 
answer to this question is not the one 
which tliu weak-kneed member or tin- 
partisan journalist, expects. Four or 
five members, who believe that they arc- 
right, who are convinced that theii 
duty requires them to act independently 
of their party, can do a very great deal. 
No government is si , st l ong that it can 
afford to regard with indifference the 
defection of four or live of its support 
e.rs. Tho loss in numbers would be im 
portant, but tho moral effect of the in- 
dependent att it tide which they assume 
would lie more important still. 
Four or live men win, possessed 

strength and firmness to resist the 
enervat ing and demoralizing influouces 
that would he brought to bear tipoi 
them, would lie capable of accomplish- 
ing a great deal. They could obtain 
anything reasonable they asked for, ami 
men capable of taking such a stand 
would not be likely to make upon tin 
government they Bupportod an unrea- 
sonable demand. Even one membei 
who would not allow himself to bo talked 
over or wheedled into refraining from 
agitating for what ho believed his con- 
stituents had a right to obtain, can ell'eci 
more- than our contemporary has am 
idea of. 



at Victoiiu, the principal commercial 
city of tho province, lying directly in 
tho track of tho steamers, was 
nothing r.u'ro than the duty of its rep- 
resentatives. There should have been 
no need to make tho request in the first 
place, and when it was mnde it should 
have been granted as a matter of course. 
Tho people of British Columbia had a 
right to expect that their representa- 
tives would make firm stand on both 
these matters, and to insist upon them 
independently of all mere parly conspi- 
rations. In fact the party which they 
upportetl could not have been in I lie 
slightest degree injured if mining ma- 
hinory hud been placed on the free list, 
and if the (iovermnent hud promised 
that it shouldlio a provision of tho eon- 
tract with the steamship company that 
the steamers call at Victoria. These 
mat tors do not atl'ect the Dominion in 
the slightest degree injuriously, but 
they are of very great importance to 
British Columbia; The representatives 
of the province therefore were perfectly 
justified from every point of view 
insisting upon hiving their 
luests granted , no matter what 
tho party said either in caucus or 
on tho floor of the House of Commons. 
They should vote for resolutions in favor 
of extending these measures of justice 
to this province, no matter who might 
move thorn. Tho Government should 
not have placed them in the position of 
either voting against them or being 
false to tho interests of their con- 
stituents, but when the alternative 
was placed before them they should not 
hesitate a moment in preferring their 
province to party. It would be differ- 
ent if the choice was between till 
province and the general interests of the 
Dominion. But the interests of the 
Dominion were nut involved in either 
of the matters which it was the duty of 
the members from British Columbia to 

urge. As the News-Advoftisor repre- 
sents no one except its proprietor it 
may for a timo sacrifice the interests of 
the province to those of a party with 
impunity. Hut it, will be impossible for 
the men whom the province sends to Par- 
liament to pursue that course without 
being made to feel that they have made 
an improper choice.

Th« Xew.- Advcrtiscr prudently ab 
stains from going into particulars, li 
confines itself to 11 general and vague 
protest against indopoudouoi in Parlia- 
ment, It does not vent ure to say that 
what the British Columbia members 
nuked for was unreasonable or jutof the 
power of the Government to grant. On 
tho contrary, it knows that their re- 
quests were most reasonable, and the 
Government was, or ought to be, com- 
petent to grant them both without o 
moment's hesitation. To place mining 
machinery on the free list is nothing 
more than a measure of justice to the 
miners of this province. They help to 
protect ot her industries, anil all the pro- 
tection they wanted was to be freed from 
this burden. To require the subsidised 
Japan and Australian steamships t-o call 



still hold to the view they had formed 
when the law was enacted. The reader 
of some of the Mail's late editorials is 
led to the conviction that in tho opinion 
of its editor the man who maintains tho 
Jesuits Estates Act is constitutional is 
either fearfully and wonderfully stupid 
or utterly insincere and unscrupulous. 
No one would suspect that the opinion 
which it now so unsparingly condemns 
was only a few months ago its own. 



FOB PEACE. 

The Rev. dailies Barclay is perhaps 
tho most talented of the Presbyterian 
clergymen of the city of Montreal. He 
had the honor of being asked to preach 
before the Queen at Balmoral and 
crossed the Atlantic a year or so ago for 
that purpose. He did not attend the 
monster meeting that was held in the 
Queen's Hall, and ho wrote a letter to 
tho Star commending a moderate and 
sensible article that appeared in that 
paper on the meeting. The following is 
the letter : 

Silt, — 1 road with great satisfaction 
your short article on the anti-Jesuit 
meeting. If only the question could be 
discussed in such wiso and temperate 
manner, great good might result. Ad 
captandum speeches by excited orators 
from Ontario who condemn wholesale 
the action and impugn the motives of 
the leaders and the vast majority of 
our public representatives in both 
parties in the Dominion, and 
local speakers who pose as the 
leadets of public sentiment, and un- 
thinking applause momentarily accord- 
ed to them, afforded poor hope of a satis- 
factory or righteous settlement of this 
or of any question. There are many 
earnest Protestants, and I doubt not 
many loyal Koniun Catholics, who de- 
precate sincerely the recent legislation, 
but who deprecate quite as sincerely 
and strongly such meetings as that of 
Thursday evening, as likely to lead, if 
they lead to anything, to lamentable 
and disastrous results. A little less 
abuse of Roman Catholics, and a little 
less attempted proselytism on the part 
of the Protestants, and a little more 
manifestation of the broader spirit and 
the higher life Protestantism boasts it- 
self capable of producing, would do a 
hundred-fold inoregood than any amount 
of angry declamation'. A religious war 
is surely the last thing we wish to see 
in this Dominion, and I ehyy not the 
man who has any hand in kindling 
trach. Let us by all means study the 
things that make for righteousness, but 
let us not forget the things that make 
for peace.

People generally are no! pro 1 
pared to hear that tho Mail, which has 
taken the lead in the anti-Jesuit agita- 
tion hits made a complete change of 
front with regard to the constitutional- 
ity of the Estates Actand the Act for tin- 
Incorporation of the Order of Jesus in 
Quebec, Not tcti months ago the Mail 
contained the following remarks on tho 
subject of those laws :

CANADA'S CLIMATE. 

Owing to the winter carnivals and 
the thousands of photographs of winter 
scenery and of Canadians clad in furs 
and blanket suits that have boon sent 
across tho ocean, tho people of Oreat 
Britain are still under the impression 
that the Canadian winter extends 
through the greater part of the year. 
It is hard to make many of them be- 
lieve that the April weather in the 
Northrwest is delightful. But in Ed- 
monton, which is very far north in lati- 
tude ii'.i' HO', the thermometer in the 
second week in April ranged between 
7-l° and 32*. Further south it was 
warmer still. There are very few even 
in Ontario who believe that on this side 
of tho Rocky Mountains there is no win- 
ter at all in the Condion sense. In Brit- 
ish Columbia farming operations need 
not be discontinued at all. There is lit- 
tle or no frost in the ground and snow 
seldom falls. The spring comes early 
in March. In April the fruit trees are 
in blossom and the gardens are gay with 
flowers. In the beginning of May early 
vegetables become plentiful and the 
later kinds are well advanced. It will, 
we fear, take some time yet to convince 
the people of Croat Britain that the 
Canadian summer is delightful and that 
the climate of British Columbia all the 
year round is as pleasant as that of any 
part of the continent. We have here 
neither the severe frosts of the wintei 
nor the scorching heat of the summer of 
Eastern and Northwestern Canada.

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WELUOS'K EXTRADITION BILL. 

The extradition law, recently paused 
by the Dominion parliament, names 
the following list of extraditable crimes, 
viz:

glary; house-breaking or shop-breaking; 
arson; (jobbery; abortion; perjury or 
Bubornation of perjury) piracy by mu- 
nicipal law or law of nations committed 
rw 1 nnYri "f or against a vessel of a for- 
oti n state; criminal scuttling or destroy- 
ing such a vessel at sea, whether on the 
high seas or on the great lakes of 
North America, or attempting or con- 
spiring to ilo so; assault on board such 
a vessel at sea, whet hi I the high sea 
or on the great laki li * ' li America, 
with intent to d. ■ >;. or to do 

grievous bodily harm; I muds, commit- 
ted by any banker, agent, public officer 
of municipal or other corporations, made 
criminal by any law in force in the 
country in which the crime was com- 
mitted; revolt, conspiracy to revolt by 
two or more persons on board such a 
Vessel at sea, whether on the high sea or 
on the great lakes of North America, 
against the authority of the masters; 
any offence which is, in the case of the 
principal offender, included in any of 
the foregoing portion of this schedule 
and for which the fugitive criminal, 
though not on the principal, is liable to 
ho tried or punished us if he were the 
principal; malicious action with intent 
to injure persons in a railway train. 

CONDENSED DESPATCHES. 

The Marquis of Queonsberry is in To- 
ronto. 

Lord Lonsdale reached Winnipeg on 
Tuesday night. 

The nominations in ComptOll take 
place to-day, -May 9th. 

The round liouso of the C. 1'. K. at 
Ignace, Man., was wrecked by a high 
wind Monday. 

There was a heavy rain fall through- 
out Manitoba on Tuesday, which greatly 
benefitted the wheat. 

Miss Margrave left Winnipeg for 
Japan on Tuesday nigh't, to teach in the 
mission schools there. 

The argument in the Jesuit-Mail case 
at Montreal has been postponed until 
Thursday inclining. 

Mrs. Win. Muchmore, a Kingston 
widow, jumped from' a steamer into the 
Hideau canal and w as drowned. 

The banks of the Stiguenay river, Que- 
bec, are overflowed and almost all the 
bridges between C'hicoutrin and St. Al- 
ponS have been swept away. 

Ten or twelve boys have within a 
short time been committed to the insane 
asylum at Napa, whose insanity has 
been traced directly to the smoking of 
cigarettes. 

The funeral of the eleven unidentified 
victims of the Grand Trunk railway dis- 
aster took place at Hamilton yesterday 
and was attended by thousands. There 
were eleven hearses. 

Albert Peterson, who escaped from 
Stony Mountain Penitentiary seventeen 
years ago to Dakota, returned to Win- 
nipeg on a visit to friends on Tuesday 
ami was re-arrested. 

The Quebec appeal court has given 
judgment in the protracted Salvation 
Army case. The verdict against the 
army was unanimously set aside as con- 
trary to the evidence, and a new trial 
granted. 

The Michigan senate haspassedthe bill 
prohibiting the sale of tobacco to minors 
under 17 years of age, and the Jackson 
bill prohibiting the 'manufacture and 
sale of cigarettes. Both these lulls 
have passed the house and only require 
the signature of the governor to become 
laws. 

It is reported that a Kurdish chief, 
who recently escaped from prison, gath- 
ered a nunlber of followers anil attacked 
an Armenian village. The band seized 
several prominent men of the village, 
pouring over them petroleum, to winch 
they set fire and then watched their vic- 
tims slowly burn to death. 

A Pioneer Press special from James- 
town, Dakota, says that during a severe 
storm on Monday evening a large num- 
ber of frogs were precipitated to the 
ground from a cloud. It is claimed a 
tunnel-shaped cloud was seen in the 
west shortly before, and the theory is 
that the frogs were caught up in some, 
slough by a whirlwind and carried until' 
it spent itself. 

Lotta, t lie actress, while performing 
at tho opora house in ... i, Pa., felt 
very heavily upon tin The audi- 

ence did not realize 1 e was in- 
jured, but she left th JO, and a few 
minutes afterwards her stage manager 
announced that she was m great agony 
from the effects of the tall, and that she 
could not appear again. The curtain 
was rung down anil tho audience dis- 
persed. 

Reports from Helena, Mont., give de- 
tails of horrible practices of the Indian 
police on the Flathead reservation. D 
seems that Easter Sunday is made a 
grand whipping day at the mission. The 
Indian women are generally the victims 
of this torture. An Indian woman was 
recently whipped with her hands tied 
behind her hack and then thrust into 
prison, and while imprisoned the unfor- 
tunate victim gave birth to a dead in- 
fant. An investigation by the govern- 
ment authorities at W ashington might 
develop sonic startlinc facts. 

A bill has hei n filed in the Chicago 
circuit court by a number of prominent 
citizens asking the removal of President 
Higganbothnm of the home for incur- 
ables, and Mrs. Barlow, the matron, for 
gross violations of the trusts imposed in 
them. It is claimed that the helpless 
Inmates have been frightfully abused 
and tortured, Thirty cases are cited, 
some of them too horrible for belief. 
The matron and attendants are charged 
with causing the death of some of the 
patients. President Higganbotham al- 
leges that the charges are malicious and 
•will lie refuted. The case promise's to 
be a sensational one. 

The Duchess of Marlborough attract- 
ed a great deal of attention at the draw- 
ing-room mi Friday, and, it is said, cre- 
ated n decided sensation on account of 
the attention shown by the Queen to an 
American-born duchess. No woman 
there attracted so much attention. Her 
rich but unostentatious dress and digni- 
fied but easy demeanor charmed the 
Queen. Two papers lake occasion to 
say that she looked every inch tt duchess, 
nnd some admiring American ladies, 
who watched her critically, say she 
looked every inch a queen. The duchess 

was introduced fo tho Queen, and, as 

usual when duchesses are presented. Her 
Majesty hold out her right cheek for her 
to kiss. It is a long time since the 
Queen was kissed by an Anieriean-bo n 
duchess, probably not since the Duchess 
of Leeds, who died many years ago.

»' "Street Hallway By-Law, 1888,'' 
passed by the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria on tho flth day of December, A. 1). 
1888, a charter or franchise was granted by 
the.Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
said City of Victoria, to J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, Uavid W. Hlggins, Jo- 
seph Hunt or nnd Thomas Shotbolt, to lay 
tracks, erect poles and string wires there- 
on for motor, lighting and other blootrica' 
purposes. 

And whereas, the said ,T. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Cray, D. W. Hlggins, Joseph 
Hunter and Thomas Shotbolt have since 
assigned all their right, titlo and interest 
in and to the said charter or franchise, 
through tho Honorable John Herbert Tur- 
ner us Trustee, to a company incorporated 
and known as the National Electric Tram- 
way nnd Lighting Company, limited lia- 
bility.

teed to bo payable half-yearly. 

I. When it shall have been shown to the 
satisfaction of the said corporation that a 
further sum of ton thousand dollars (§10,000, 
of the capital stock of thy Bald' company 
has been paid up by the shareholders 
thereof and that a sum of at least seventy 
thousand dollars (§70,000) has been bona 
tide expended b.v tho coiupaiij in and to- 
wards Use construction of a street railway 
aforesaid, the said corporation shall fur- 
ther guarantee llltoi'ost at lho rate of live 
per centum per anriurri on a further and 
final issue by the said company of bonds to 
the amount of ten thousanddollurs(S10,000), 
for a period of twenty years from tho date 
of such guarantee, tlio interest soguaran- 
tcod to be payable half yearly, tho pro- 
ceeds of this last issue of bonds to be ox- 
ponded as aforesaid. 

5. The liability of the said corporation 
shall not extend beyond tho guarantee of 
interest at the rato of live per centum per 
minimi as aforesaid. 

U. The guarantee is Bub'Jbefc to the con- 
ditions that the said Corporation shall have 
the right io appoint ono or more auditors 
to examine the books of the said company, 
and shall have the further right to a repre- 
sentative on lho board of directors of 
the said company during the whole 
period of the continuance of this guaran- 
tee, such representative to be nominated 
by the said corporation. 

7. Any sum or sunn of money so paid 
by the said corporation under its guarantee

Broad Street. 

Blanchard Street, extension. 
Wharf Street for sanitary purposes. 
Ross Hay Cemetory. 
Ontario Street. 
Dallas Road. 

Cat harine Street and other streets 

2. That it shall bo lawful for the said 
Mayor to issue any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as may 
bo required for not less than 81,000 each, 
and that the said debentures shall bo scaled 
With the seal of tho said corporation of the 
City of Victoria and bo signed by tho 
Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures sha'l he 
mado payable In 30 years from the day 
hereinafter mentioned for this by law to 
take effect at tho olllce of tho treasurer of 
the corporation of the said city of Victoria 
and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the pay moot of the Interest. 

4. That tho said debentures shall hear in- 
terest at. and after tho rate of live pur cent, 
per annum from the date thereof, which 
interest shall be payable yearly at the of- 
fice of the treasurer of said corporation. 

5. That for the purpose of forminga sink- 
ing fund for the payment, of the said de- 
bentures and the interest at the rate afore- 
said to become duo thereon an equal spe- 
cial rate of one-eighteenth of ono per cent . 
on tho dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates be raised, Icvicdand collected In each 
year upon all rateable property in lho said 
municipality during the continuance of tlio 
said debentures or any of them. 

6. That it s all bo lawful for tho said 
municipal council from time to time to 
purchase any of the said debentures and 
such debentures shall be so expressed as to 
entitlo the said council to redeem and pur-
